During a riot tonight at Halsted and 
Erie streets, which tasted for an hour 
and in which fully 1000 people were 
engaged, three policemen and three 
non-union drivers were injured and 
twice as man. voters were clubbed.

MYSTERIOUS JEWEL ROBBERY. 
CLEARED BY CULPRIT’S ARREST. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 
NEW YORK, May 2.—A mysterious 
$4000 jewelry robbery committeed some 
time ago at the home of Mrs. William 
Caldwell of Walnut Hills, Cincinnati, 
has resulted in — 4 arrest here of 
“James Wilson,“ said to be the black 

sheep of a well-known family. 

The robbery was committed nearly 
year ago. In Cincinnati “Wilson” is 
said to have assumed the identity of 
another person, and was known as 
“Guyer.” Recently, detectives arrested 
a suspect in Brooklyn, whom Mrs. 
Caldwell failed to identify, although all 
the evidence, said to have been care- 
fully manipulated by the real thief, 
pointed to the prisoner's guilt. An in- 
tercepted telegram put the detectives 
on a fresh scent, and has resulted in 
the arrest of Wilson.“ 

Chief Crawford of the Cincinnati 
police was notified, and it was planned 
to turn over the prisoner to him in 
New Jersey. When Crawford arrived, 
“Wilson” refused to leave New York 
without extradition, and papers were 
requested by telegraph. It is now said 
that the suspect has changed his mind, 
and das decided to accompany Chief 
Crawford back to Ohio. 

While no light has been thrown on 
the mystery surrounding the robbery, 
and the alleged establishment of a 
double identity in order to throw the 
guilt on an innocent person, Chief 
O’Brien of the detective bureau here is 
said to have obtained a complete con- 
fession from “Wilson.

A Fisherman to Nearly Every Foot 
and Bait Butchers from Azusa in 
the Lead—Justican H. H. Rose 
Makes a Nice Catch—The Stream 
Much Swollen Again. 


The delicate and fanciful game of

on the San Gabriel May Day. 

“Fish? yes and plenty of them, but 
who wants to wrestle for elbow room 
on a trout stream?” was the way one 
luckless victim worded his sentiménts 
on returning yesterday with a creeiful 
of experience and unused tackle.

Numerous articles have 
been published regarding the astound- 
ing embesziement of this man who 
was also recently president of the 
American Bankers’ Association, and

of the whole lamentable business, as 
Mustrating a breakdown of character, 
and as a lesson to financiai institu 
tions entrusted with the funds of the 
people, is concentrated in the brief 

| “his principles were jet 
tisoned.” 

Here was a man who presented a 
striking illustration of the clear dis 
tinction between reputation and char- 
acter. Previous to the recent dis- 
closures his reputation was untar- 
nished. Before the world he was up 
right, honorable, kind and considerate; 
punctilious in the discharge of all his 
pecuniary, civic and social obligations; 
and he demanded the same conacien- 
tious line of conduct of those in bis 
employ and of those with whom he 
associated. Such was his unsullied 
reputation. 

But there was a terrible lack in his 
character. Events prove that it was 
wnequal to the strain of a great temp 
tation. He was ambitious to live even 
beyond his ample means; he was 
lured by the thought of becoming 
suddenly rich; it was in his power to 
use the sacred funds of the bank; 
the temptation arose to risk such mis- 
use of the funds, that he deliberately 
—not under the stress of an emer- 
gency—yielded to that temptation, 
was evidence that his high reputa- 
tion, however flawless in the financial 
world, was not founded upon c)ar- 
acter; in other words, that the prin- 
ciples with which his life craft had 
been ballasted, were “jettisoned” — 
thrown overboard, when that craft 
was assailed by the first gale of temp 
tation. 
The stability of the whole social and 
financial fabric rests upon the con- 
viction that there is an underlying 
principle in certain men and women 
that will prevent them from swerving 
from the right under any stress of 
temptation. Banks, fiduciary systems, 
partnerships, and corporations, in- 
epire the confidence of large capital- 
ists and of smal! investors in propor- 
ton as the lives of their officers 
bear evidence that their reputations 
rest on the solid and impregnable 
basis of character. 

It is not enough, then, that a man 
should have business ability, prodi- 
gious energy, suavity in personal in- 
tercourse, shrewdness in making busi- 
ness deals, and withal an unsuilied 
reputation, we must have assurance 
that he has fixed principles of right 
and wrong from which he cannot be 
swerved under any pressure. But 
we cannot look into a man's inner 
life and note the workings of his 
mind and the promptings of his heart. 
Shall we then begin suspecting al! 
those in financial power, worry about 
our investments and toss on sieep- 
leas couches because Bigelow and 
a few others have gone wrong, and 
assume that all the others are pos- 
sible defauiters. By no means. There 
is an old saying that the exception 
the rule. In proportion to the 
number of bank officers in the United 
States and the vast sums intrusted 
to their keeping, the instances are &x- 
ceedingly rare in which they have 
unworthy of their trust. That 
so comparatively rare is 
just ground for confidence in their al- 
most invariable fidelity and persona! 
honesty. 

Besides, when an affair like that in 
Milwaukee comes to light, its natura! 
and immediate effect is to make the 
officers of other banking Institutions 
more zealous and watchful in guard- 
ing the interests of their depositors, 
and thus, instead of being a cause for 
losing confidence, a failure so con- 
spicuous strengthens safeguards else- 
where.

STONE MONUMENT is LOCATED 
NEAR LONG BEACH.

Man Whe Piaced it There a Half- 
cengury Back Assists in Discovering 
it at the Top of Signal Hill—Part 
of Old Wood Stake There Also—Sea 
Wild and Choppy. . 


— — 


LONG BEACH, May 2.—A few days 
ago, while E. P. Dewey, assistant city 
engineer, was engaged in surveying 
near the top of Signal Hill, which ts 
being platted into residence Jots, he 
was approached by an old man, who 
asked his assistance in locating a mon- 
ument placed by him on the summit 
fifty years ago. Search was made for 
the stone but it was not located until 
yesterday when Engineer Dewey 
reached the highest point on the hill, 
364 feet above sea level and attempt- 
ing to drive a stake, found the monu- 
ment two inches below the surface. 
It is of granite, eight inches square 
across the top and eighteen inches 
long and has a Grill hole exactly in 
the center. 

The man who planted the stone is 
John Rockwell, now in this city. Fitty- 
two years ago he entered the govern- 
ment service and was sent west with 
a coast survey party to make a map 
of this coast and Catalina Island. The 
country was wild and uninhabited so 
far as cities or villages were concerned. 

The surveying party established a 
base line on a big ranch near where 
Los Angelés now stands and signal
